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Sectionalism at a Discount. 


The presidential canvass has only a 
single month of existence left, and the 
last month of the campaign finds the 
democrats hopeful—not oversanguine, 
but just full of the hope that isa spur to 
energy and telling work. The standing 
of General Garfield before the people bas 
gone down as that of General Hancock 
has steadily gone upward. The tortuous 
career of the one has not stood the test 
ol a severe examination, and the taint of 
corruption ig fastened to his reputation’ 
in the popular mind. General Han- 
cock’s open life has on the other hand 
grown brighter under the light of his 
frank and soldier-like utterances since 
the opening of the canvass. Then came 
the disaster of Maine, and now the dis- 
couraged and almost demoralized foe are 
appalled by desertions in almost every 
hamlet and township of the north. Ii 
Indiana stands firm—and there is every 
reason to believe that she will—the 
stampede will become so great as to car- 
ry Ohio, Pennsylvania and Illinois over 
tothe democracy. Such a result seemed 
very improbable in August, but now ir 
would not surprise any intelligent ob- 
server. The situation is, in a word, radi- 
cally changed for the better. 

And why? Garfield himself as a can. 
didate is a failure, but this is not 
sufficient to explain the wonderful 
revuision in public sentiment. The 
true explanation is found beyond all 
doubt in the fact that the old cry of sec- 
tionalism—the declaration of illegitimate 
war—has fallen flat. The people are 
tired of it, and they propose to have no 
more of it: The prosperous people of 
the north ara no longer afraid of their 
customers in the south; but on the other 
hand they see that the present degree of 
prosperity cannot be maintained if the 
south is.kept under the ban of public 
favor. They see that confidence will not 
fully return until the two great sections 
are really united in the great work of 
making the country rich and contented. 
‘They propose to give the south an even 
chance in the race, because upon the 
_ prosperity and happivess of the south 
depend toa great extent the prosperity 
and happiness of the entire country. 


This view of affairs has ed the 
sectional issue, and to this fact is largely 
due the condition of public sentiment 
that promises to bring in Hancock and 
English as the only means to a real 
union and the disappearance of section- 
alist. @Maine has set the example, and 
Indiana, Ohio—yes, Ohio—and West 
Virginia promises to follow suit. The 
outlook is in every respect all that can be 
desired. a wee 
Cotton Spinning In the South. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, whose articles 
upon économic questions relating to the 
progress and development of the south 
have attracted deserved attention, has 
come to the conclusion that cotton spin- 
ning can never be successful in the south, 
and the reasons which he gives are worth 
consideration and explanation. He says 
it is no doubt a great advantage to have 
cotton milis in close proximity to the cot- 
ton fields, but thinks it will presently 
cost as much or more to move the cotton 
goods of such mills to market as it does 
tu move the cotton tothe milis that are 
on way to market. Probably more, be- 
cause the goods would be high class 
freight, while the cotton is oaly fourth 
class. Now, in regard to water power.’ 
This power is always developed at a very 
heavy expense, however apparently good 
the conditions are. No water power has 
ever been developed in New England, for 
the purpose of sale. as power, that has 
ever paid simple interest on itg.cost. In 
the majority of cases such powers have 
been sold out with the loss of the entire 
investment of the original investors. The 
“climatic conditions” are enumerated as 
favorable to cotton manufacture at the 
south. This, Mr. Atkinson says, is a de- 
lusion. Cotton spinning requires a cool 
and stimulating climate. The condition 
of cold weather can be readily overcome, 
and in such a climate it is more desirable 
to work in than out of doors. But the 
conditions of summer heat, through a 
period, of at least four months in our cli- 
mate, he avers are enervating, and tend 
to long vacations on the part of opera- 
tives. During that period it would be dif- 
ficult to keep up fu!l production, unless 
an excessive number of spare hands were 
maintained throughout the rest of the 
year. But the prosperity of a cotton mill 
absolutely and wholly depends, in ordi- 
nary times, upon production being main- 
tained up to the full capacity of the ma- 
chinervy every week in the year, with 
only occasional days for holidays. In re- 
gard to the resources of population of the 
south, it is a fact thatit has a very sparse 
population, while that of New England 
may be called dense in comparison, and 
yet New England to-day finds its main 
resource for operating cotton mills among 
the French Canadians. With such a 


to the “climatic conditions,” but give it 
merely as a significant fact that should 


ous review of the subject. 

In the fourth place, as to scarcity of 
population. We may state for the bene- 
fit of Mr. Atkinson that the southern 
mills find no difficulty whatever in get- 
ting operatives. The population is not 
as dense as that of New England, never-: 
the French Canadians are not the 
main resource of the southern factories. 
The establishment of factories increases 
the population. There was some com- 
plaint of a scarcity of hands when the 
Atlanta factory was first putin opera- 
tion, but this, as Tux Constitution 
pointed out at the time, was almost 
wholly due to the fact that the 
managers of the mili had neglected to pro- 
vide cheap tenement houses within easy 
reach, There is never any difficulty in 
getting operatives. 

In the fifth place, as to Mr. Atkinson's 
conclusions. It is sufficient to say in 
this connection that such mills as have 
been established in the south—those at 
Columbus and Augusta, for example— 
have paid not only goo@ but enormous 
dividends. They paid these dividends 
during the recent business depression 
and they are paying them now in an in- 
creased ratio. The Atlanta factory, re- 
cently established and run by steam 
power, is making money, and so with 
every other well-managed investment in 
cotton spinning in the south. 


Tue members of the Norwood party in 
southern Georgia are compelled to undergo 
an unnecessary amount of discipline.

inthe south to-day, Mr. Atkinson says, 
the opportunities for attaining wealth in 
a vast variety of other occupations will 
be so great, and wages so high, that no 
one could afford te invest the very large 
amount of capital required to operate cot- 
ton mills on a large scale. They cannot 
afford to spin cotton, he thinks, because 
they can do so much better with their 
money in other kinds of business. 

We have thus been at some pains to 
give a very full and fair synopsis of Mr. 
Atkinson’s statements, arguments or ob- 
jections—whichever the reader may 
choose to term them. They have so little 
foundation, in fact they are so obviously 
astray from the demonstrations of reason 
and experience—that we are somewhat 
astonished to see Mr. Atkinson’s name 
attached to them. ‘In the first place, the 
increased freight on cotton in the shape 
of goods isa factor that has no definite 
place in the problem. Tie goods have to 
be sent away from the mills wherever 
they are manufactured. If this matter 
is to be seriously considered at ali, 
a moment’s thought is sufficient to show 
thes ** ‘s wholly to the advantage of 

‘horn mills. At present consumers 
are compelled to pay freights not only 
upon the raw cotton, but upon the man- 
ufactured goods. It the freights on the 
raw material are inconsiderable, surely 
that saving will make itself felt either in 
the increased profits of the mills or in 
‘the reduced price of the goods. Mr. 
Atkinson will not deny that mills in the 
south have less freights to pay than the 
mills at the north; he will not deny that 
the difference represents in the aggregate 
an immense sum of money. Onthe con- 
trary he will be compelled to admit the 
fact, and the fact disposes of the argu- 
ment. The freight on the manufactured 
goods is inevitable if the goods be sent 
away from the mills. The freight on the 
raw material can be reduced by manu- 
facturing the goods where the cotton is 
produced. 


In the second place, as to water- 
power. Does Mr. Atkinson  sup- 
pose that anything more is eclaim- 
ed for the water-power of the south 
than for the water-power of any other 
section? We simply insist that it is 
plentiful and convenient. It certainly 
costs something to utilize it, just as it 
costs money to develop agold mine. 
When we say that there are vast beds of 
iron ore in Georgia, does Mr. Atkinson 
understand us to mean that the iron has 
already been worked up into railroad 
bars or horse-shoe nails? We contend 
merely that in the south where the staple 
is grown, there is ample and convenient 
water-power to drive the machinery of 
factories. We will’not dispute with Mr. 
Atkinson as to the failure of water-power 
in New England; we know nothing about 
it; but we do know that there is water- 
power in operation in various portions of 
the state to-day that has puid for its de- 
velopment a thousand times over. 


In the third place, as to climatic condi- 
tions, Mr. Atkinson says that the long 
summer in the south is enervating and 
tends to long vacations on the part of 
operatives. He says, moreover, that dur- 
ing that period it would be difficult to 
keep up full production unless an exces- 
sive number of spare hands were main- 
tained throughout the rest of the year. 
This is one of the results of the southern 
climate that is altogether new tous. Is 
itetrue that the mills in Georgia and 
South Carolina give their hands long vae 
vations? Is it true that the operatives 
need or demand long vacations after suf- 
fering from the “enervating’”’ effects of 
the summer? Weare certain the mills 
do not stop. Dothey employ an exces- 
sive number of hands to take the place 
of those who are recovering from the ef- 
fects of their summer work? If this is 
the practice we have never heard of it. 
There is one fact Mr. Atkinson has not 
mentioned, and that is this—that during 
the business depression reaching from 
1873 to the beginning of last year, when 
the largest. mills of the north were closed, 
or running at a loss, every estab- 
lished mill in the south was 
running on full time and paying 
enormous dividends to the stockholders.
